WINNIPEG (CP) Use of 
wooden - constructed, gas - lit} 
| coaches was held Thursday night 
by a coroner's jury to have added 
greatly to the death toll at 
Dugald, Man., last Sept. 1 when 
a Canadian National Railways’ 
holiday special piled head-on into 
an east-bound transcontinental 
| train with a resultant loss of 31 
lives, 

Non-observance of railway 
rules by those in charge of the 
special..was. said by the jury. to 
have been the specific cause | 
the mishap; greatest in western 
Canada’s. railroading history. | 

The jury, concluding an in-| 
quest which had lasted three 
nights, recommended such 
wooden coaches as had comprised 
most of the special’s cars be dis 
continued “on any main line or 
crowded holiday train” and that 
| wooden coaches be eliminated en- 
tirely when steel equipment be 
came available. 


FIND CONFUSION 

The verdict, returned after one 
hour and 45 minutes of delibera 
tion, also quoted the jurymen as 
being “convinced certain con 
fusion exists among train crews 
and signal operators as to the 
signal and block system em 
ployed at Dugald,” 20 miles east 
of Winnipeg, “particularly as 
pertaining to clearance of west 
bound trains into the block.”

BRITAIN’S BACON RATION 

ECAUSE OF THE STRIKE OF PACK- 

inghouse workers in Canada, the Bri 
tish Ministry of Food announced last night 
that, as of October 19 next, Britain’s bacon 
ration of two ounces a weak will be reduced 
to one ounce. But unless new shipments 
can be sent overseas within a very short 
time, no further bacon may be available to 
Britons for some weeks. It is not neces- 
sary to elaborate on this dubious: prospect 
to understand how relatively well off the 
people of thé Western Hemisphere are.
